The Farm and Home Banquet 
A Success 
This banquet was held under the 
auspices* of the Wist* County Agricul­ 
tural Association and was attended by 
120 people from every 
part of 
the 
county, both farm and town business. 
men. 
Tile luncheon was served 
by 
the 
home demonstration agents and their 
helpers and was thoroughly enjoyed. 
There was a good sized delegation 
of boys and girls present from the 
beys’ and girls’ 4-H clubs from over 
ilie ei linty who reported their work. 
Reports were made showing the pro­ 
gress and results of men, women, boy# 
and girls 
extension 
activities. 
All 
showed active progress in their work. 
The Fair Association m ade a finan­ 
cial report, and tin* Soil Conservation 
Association gave a report of the pro- 
gress here iii I lie county. 
Music was furnished by Mr. Carl 
Brumbelow, Miss Ca I va McCurdy, and 
C arl Slay which was appreciated. The 
principle address of the evening was 
given by Senator 
(Jlady 
W oedruff 
which w as replete with useful infor­ 
mation. 


A Few Items from Bur Annual Report 
To Ihe Extension Service 
In persuing our work here in the 
county we made 375 home visits trav­ 
eling 9,406 miles. Some 2.CHK) farm ers 
visited tin* office to confer on farm 
and home problems. 
We 
answered 
1,068 phone calls, aud wrote 7,513 in­ 
dividual letters and held 225 meetings 
w ith boys and farmers. The total dem­ 
onstrations by men and boys was 445. 
Perhaps the m ost constructive piece 
of work done in the county was the 
planning, 
surveying 
and supervising 
th e construction of 785,587 feet of ter­ 
races comprising 4,599 acres of land 
on 149 farm s here iii the county. These 
terraces 
have been 
inspected 
arid 
found to meet the requirements of a 
stan d ard terrace w ith proper outlets. 
In this we had tin* assistan ce,of a sup­ 
ervisor and a group of National Youth 
clients here in tin* county during the 
w liter and spring. Cf tin* 149 fan n ers 
participating iii this program 129 of 
them are cooperators in the soil con­ 
servation program and 20 are among 
those not participating. 
There were a total of 221 farmers, 
carrying out definite dem onstrations 
on their farm s. 


Boys I II d u b Work 
Perhaps tin* most fa r reaching work 
done in the county from the stand­ 
point of human values was done by 
4-H club boys. Of tin* 289 boys en­ 
rolled 
224 completed 
their projects 
and made definite reports. There were 
15 organized d u b s in the county. 
Thirty-two boys planted a total of 
61 acres of corn which produced an 
average of 
IO 1-2 bushels per acre. 
Their total net profit was $399.53, or 
an average of $12.48 for each boy.

The Secretary of State recently in­ 
voked 
the "tram p ” 
corporation doc­ 
trine. the effect of which was to dis­ 
continue the policy of granting per­ 
mits to "tram p ” corporation for the 
transaction of business in the 
State 
of Texas. 
"Tram p” 
corporations 
as 
defined 
by Edward Glark, Secretary of State, 
are corporations whose charters have 
been obtained iii a foreign state by cit­ 
izens of the State of Texas for the 
purpose only of transacting business 
in Texas with no bona fide intention 
of transacting business iii the 
state 
from which their 
charter 
was 
ob­ 
tained. It w as felt that the practice 
of granting perm its to foreign corpor­ 
ations of such nature was a discrim­ 
ination against those corporations in­ 
corporated in Texas because the stock­ 
holders of the "tram p ” 
corporations 
art* not required to comply w ith tin* 
capital stock requirements 
as 
pre­ 
scribed by the Constitution and laws 
j of this state for domestic corporations. 
Such foreign corporations also found 
it easier to evade the jurisdiction of 
' the state courts. 
Under the “tramp*’ corporation doc­ 
trine, a charter obtained under such 
I circumstances 
from 
another 
state 
confers no rights upon 
the 
corpora­ 
tion and is not within th** rule of the 
I comity between staffs which ixwmits 
I corporations 
chartered 
within 
one 
state to transact business iii another. 
At the present time a total of ap­ 
proximately 
300 
“tram p” 
corpora­ 
tions are now doing business in Texas. 
Under the jiolicy invoked by the Sec­ 
retary of State, such corporations will 
la* requested to surrender their per­ 
mits and organize corporations under 
the laws of this state. Since these cor­ 
porations 
had paid 
their 
franchise 
taxes up to May 1938, they will not 
be expected to surrender their per­ 
mits and 
form as domestic corpora­ 
tions until the end of the present fis­ 
cal franchise tax year. It would be un­ 
fair to demand these corporations to 
request the change to be m ade at a 
tim e which would cause them to pay
